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A moderate increase in valu- 
ations was reported by the board 
of assessors in announcing:a $36 
tax rate similar to that of a year 
ago. 

The new valuation figures 
are: personal $2,747,314, real 
$17,603,710, total $20,315,024, 
This compares with the 1949 fig- 
ures of personal $2,744,064, real 
$17,155,074, total $19,899,134. 
This is an increase of $451,890, 

In addition there will be in- 
come from some 4000 poll taxes 
to add to the revenue, 

The anticipated revenue from 
the state this year has been set 
at $235 468.65, as compared with 
the 1949 receipts from the com- 
monwealth of $186,264.18, an in- 
crease of $49,204.47, which did 
much to offset the increase in the 
town’s operating expenses and 
the increased demands of the 
county. 

The total appropriations for 
operating the town fa the year 
1950 amounted to $1,154,862.53 
to which must be added a state 
tax of $3,790.44 and a county 
tax of $84,115.95 for a total of 
$1,242,768.92, Similar figures for 
a year ago were $1,094,479.68 in 
appropriations, plus a state tax 
of $2,342.76 and a county assess- 
ment of $61,609.81, for a total of 
$1,158,432.25, or $84,336.67 less 
than the 1950 expense.

Impressions of Stockholm. 


Water everywhere, for the city 
is built on five islands. No auto- 
mobile horns. They may mot be 
blown except in utmost emergency. 
And speaking of automobiles. We 
went out to dinner to a famous 
hostelry. A sign outside informed 
us that the attendant would take 
care of parking, washing the car, 
and driving the guests home if 
Necessary! If a driver is caught 
with the slightest indication of 
liquor on his breath, not only is he 
fined but his guests also! In the 
Suburbs one may park on side 
Streets all night. But one must be 
careful to leam which side of the 
Street on which night. Because 
on alternate nights the streets are 
washed down on one side. My for- 
getful host paid five dollars the 
other day for picking the wrong 
Side! Impressions again. Pale blue 
street cars that run almost silently. 
And clean, Mail boxes on all street 
cars that pass the central post 
office, and cleared each time the 
street car passes it. Busses with 
bicycle racks in front. Taxis that 
Carry everything from trunks to 
bicycles without a staggering super 
tariff for the service. Taxis avail- 
able almost instantaneously by 
telephone, Pick up the phone, say 
Taxi’ and the operator calls the 
nearest taxi stands in turn. Give

Lef’s Fix Up the 
Basement!

How about that big crack in the 
wall that you vow to fix or have 
fixed every time it rains and the 
leakage makes a mess out of your 
floor?

Using a hammer and a cold 
chisel, first widen the crack where 
the leak occurs, making the sides 
of your groove as straight as pos- 
sible, at the same time keeping 
the sides rought enough to retain 
the “plug.”

These girdle clasps, as 
they were called, were worn by the 
well-dressed Mandarin during the 
Ching or Manchu dynasty, (1644- 
1912) though as ‘‘belt hooks’’ they 
Were probably known much earlier 
than that. The belt buckle, like 


the button on his hat and the em 
broidered square on his official 
robe, was an indication of rank. 
Chinese art is one of the most 
symbolic forms of art known. Each 
line and figure has a definite mean- 
ing, sometimes used in order to 
bestow the imagined benefit of the 
symbol on the person who wore it.
